Our “ Chicago friend,” the Bookseller and 
Stationer , with the enthusiasm of youtn and— 
we now may add—beauty, has made another 
vigorous dash at the tottering dear old book 
trade sales. The trade has cause to be grate¬ 
ful for the advent of this new champion of re¬ 
form. And, for the good cause’ sake, we will 
refrain from making a second attempt at re¬ 
freshing an unwilling memory. Our first at¬ 
tempt, moreover, having failed, it is evident 
that one cannot remember what actually hap¬ 
pened before one’s very existence. But by way 
of information, the Weekly would humbly re¬ 
mark that the evils of “book trade sales,” and 
sundry other little trade grievances, had some¬ 
what been discovered since the discovery” of 
America and before the discovery of the Book¬ 
seller and Stationer. Which remark, it is hoped, 
will be accepted in the same friendly spirit in 
which it is made. For the blind ardor of our 
contemporary does not blind us against its ster¬ 
ling qualities, and in spite of its occasipnal use 
of “ Revolution” tactics and “lingo,” we are 
glad to recognize a sound and valiant ally. 

The trade is indebted to the Bookseller and 
Stationer for this latest significant contribution 
to the so often debated question of trade sales. 
In its issue of May it gives the opinions 
of fourteen prominent jobbing houses which 
Mr. Waggoner elicited in response to a circular 
of specifications. Although the prevailing 
opinions scarcely differ from those which were 
given in the Publishers’ Weekly years ago, and 
which, particularly during the year 1876, proved 
even more effective than have the recent reso¬ 
lutions of the Western jobbere, nevertheless, 
the Bookseller and Stationer , in thus opening a 
fresh fire and bringing up the rear-guard, is 


doing excellent work. It is scarcely necessary 
to add the conclusion of the record which states 
that “with one or two exceptions, the drift of 
the replies are altogether unfavorable to the 
trade sales, which are regarded as injurious 
in their effects upon the jobbers and retailers 
of books, and prolific of demoralization in all 
branches of the trade.” 


If “ Subscriber ” under our own chosen head¬ 
ing, “Ignorance, Arrogance, or Imposition?” 
has stated his case precisely, it would seem 
that the Secretary, in this instance, either did 
not know his own business a whit better than did 
the Collector, or that both have acted in the arbi¬ 
trary manner so peculiar to our temporary 
officials. At any rate, the answer of the Secre¬ 
tary is not a becoming answer, or such busi¬ 
ness-like explanation as every citizen, who 
appeals for protection or information to a high¬ 
er authority, is entitled to. The following 
regulation is taken from the U. S. Official 
Postal Guide for Jan., 1882, p. 785: “The 
Secretary of the Treasury has instructed col¬ 
lectors of customs as follows : * Hereafter all 
books, of whatever value, imported under the 
act, will be treated as dutiable at twenty-five 
per cent ad valorem. The provision for books 
will be held to include such as are bound in 
stiff covers, and also such as are usually so 
bound.’ ” 

The Publishers’ Weekly, which already has 
on record similar cases of arbitrary rulings and 
official inconsistencies, such as are complained 
of by “ Subscriber,” will shortly add a few more 
of the same stamp experienced in the postal 
department. The “ redress” is expensive.

ENGLISH COPYRIGHT BILL. 

WORKS OF FINE ART AND PHOTOGRAPHS. 

From the London Athenceum , April 22, 1882. 

Last year the Society for Promoting the 
Amendment of the Law prepared a bill to 
amend and consolidate the law of copyright. 
This bill, which we noticed at the time, dealt 
with home, colonial, and international copy¬ 
rights and performing rights in literary, musi¬ 
cal, and dramatic works, in works of the fine 
arts, and in photographs. It was introduced in 
the House of Commons by Mr. Hastings, and 
read a first time, but, owing to the pressure of 
more urgent measures, made no further prog¬ 
ress. 

During the recess the members in charge of 
the bill deliberated on the mode in which they 
could re-introduce the bill with the best chance 
of getting it speedily passed into law. In view 
of the increasing calls upon the time of the 
House, and the serious and urgent nature of 
anticipated government measures, it was 
thought that a bill necessarily long, and deal¬ 
ing with subjects affecting at once the Treasury, 
the Board of Trade, and the home, foreign, and 
colonial offices, would in the hands of private 
members have but a poor chance of being fairly 
considered. It was resolved, therefore, to treat 
the subjects of copyright in separate and suc¬ 
cessive bills, to restrict the extent of these bills 
to the United Kingdom and its appendages, and 
to leave the more difficult questions of inter¬ 
national and colonial copyright to be dealt with 
hereafter by government. 

The bill we have before us is the first in¬ 
stalment of this series. Its provisions are 
substantially in accordance with the recom¬ 
mendations of the Royal Academicians in their 
memorial to the late government, and with the 
suggestions contained in our former articles on 
this subject. 

We expressed an opinion, it may be remem¬ 
bered, that the Copyright (Works of Art) Act, 
1862, and all subsequent amending bills were 
unnecessarily complicated, and even confused, 
by reason of photographs (which, however 
beautiful, are mere transcripts) being coupled 
with works of imaginative art (or creations of 
the brain). We observe in the present measure 
the distinction between photographs and works 


of fine art properly so called has been .kept in 
view. 

We shall now give a very short summary— 
indeed, scarcely more than an amplified table 
of contents—of the most important provisions, 
premising only that the expression “ work of 
fine art” includes painting, sculpture, and en¬ 
graving ; that the “painter-etcher,” or etcher 
who works from, or according to, his own de¬ 
sign, appearsto have the full protection afforded 
to his brother of the brush or chisel ; and that 
the difficulty of having to assign the exact date 
of publication of an engraving has been avoided. 
It is hardly necessary to say that many con¬ 
ditions and exceptions are omitted for the sake 
of brevity, and that the following summary must 
be taken as a rough sketch only of the princi¬ 
pal provisions. 

After the short title, commencement, and ex¬ 
tent of act, the repeal of former acts, and the in¬ 
terpretation clause, it is provided that every 
person who, from his own original design , shall 
execute a work of fine art shall have the sole 
right of copying and reproducing that work and 
the design thereof, of any size, and either in the 
same material or by the same kind of art in 
which such work shall have been executed, or 
in any other form or material, or by any other 
kind of art; while every person who, from the 
design of another , shall lawfully execute any 
work of fine art, is to have the same rights in 
the work, but not, save as expressed in that 
work, in the design thereof. If such last-men¬ 
tioned work is an engraving executed by some 
person employed for that purpose by another, 
the copyright is to belong to the employer. 

Copyright in painting and sculpture is to en¬ 
dure for the life of the person entitled, and 
thirty years after his death ; in engravings for 
fifty years from the first day of the month in 
which they are published. 

The painter of a commissioned portrait is not 
to repeat the likeness in any way without the 
written consent of the owner of the painting. 
No replica is to be made without leave of the 
owner of the original work, but the artist may 
use or sell sketches used in executing a work, 
so only that no replica or other repetition or 
colorable imitation of the work or of the design 
thereof be made. 

A photographer is to have copyright for fifty 
years from the first day of the month in which 
his photograph is published. No photographic 
portraits taken on commission are to be sold or 
exhibited in shop windows or elsewhere with¬ 
out the consent of the person for whom the 
work was executed. 

Any person may use or copy any work of fine 
art in which there is no copyright, or represent 
any scene or object, notwithstanding that there 
may be copyright in a copy previously made of 
such work or in some previous representation 
of such scene or object. 

Copying a copyright work of art as part of a 
scene is not to be deemed an infringement of 
copyright unless the special purpose for which 
the scene is copied is the exhibition of the copy 
of the copyright work. 

Every assignment of copyright and every 
licenfe is to be in writing, signed by the assignor 
or licensor, or his agent. 

The other clauses apply principally to the 
mode of assignment and registration of copy¬ 
rights, the prohibition of and penalties lor cer¬ 
tain fraudulent acts, and to searches for and 
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seizure of fraudulent works. There is, how¬ 
ever, a clause framed in the interests of pur¬ 
chasers of works of art that should be noticed. 
It is in effect to give to owners of works of art 
who have not cared to purchase the copyright in 
such works concurrent rights and remedies 
with the owners of copyright in respect of any 
infiingement of copyright or other prohibited 
act injurious to them. Indeed, the bill seems 
to have been conceived in an impartial spirit, 
not unfairly favoring the producer or purchaser. 
Nothing less could have been expected in a 
measure emanating from the Society for Pro¬ 
moting the Amendment of the Law ; but if any 
further proof is wanted that the inteiests of pur¬ 
chasers have been duly provided for, it is to be 
found by a perusal of the names endorsed on 
the bill of the members by whom it has been 
prepared and brought in, namely, Mr. Hastings, 
Viscount Sandon, Mr. Hanbury-Tracy, Sir Ga¬ 
briel Goldney, and Mr. Agnew. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

THE INTERNATIONAL LITERARY CONGRESS. 

From the London Academy April 29.

Raffaello Giovagnoli, the novelist; Alessandro

journalist; and Prof. Gaetano Trezza, the 
critic. The president of the committee will be 
Count Mamiani della Rovere ; and the vice- 
presidents Giovanni Prati, the poet, and Cesare 
Correnti, the political writer. 


POSTAL MATTERS. 

DECISIONS AFFECTING PUBLISHERS FROM 
MARCH 20 TO APRIL 20, 1882. 

From the U. S. Postal Guide , May, 1882. 

838. Second class matter is charged for by 
the pound of sixteen ounces. Other classes by 
the ounce and half ounce, at the rate of sixteen 
ounces to the pound. 

845. No amateur papers can be admitted to 
the mail at pound rates, except when the paper 
has been heretofore admitted, and has accepted 
subscriptions for a limited time, thereby com¬ 
pelling the publishers in good faith to furnish 
their subscribers with papers for that time. 
Even in such cases no additional subscription 
can be taken, to be sent through the mail at the 
pound rates. 

847. It was the impression of the Depart¬ 
ment, at the time that section 216, defining cor¬ 
rection of proof-sheets, was framed, that the 
provisions of this section were sufficiently wide 
to include everything which might be necessary 
to be added to the proof-sheet to insure th e 


perfection in print of the matter intended to be 
published. As, in spite of this, doubts seem 
to have arisen, it is expressly stated that upon 
the margins of the corrected proof-sheets such 
additional words or expressions may be written 
as the corrector may think advisable or neces¬ 
sary to insert, whether they appeared in the 
original manuscript or not; and as many addi¬ 
tional paragraphs as may be necessary to com¬ 
plete the matter may be inserted either upon 
the margins of the proof-sheets or upon sepa¬ 
rate sheets of paper, to which reference is made 
upon the proof. Any head-lines that may be 
necessary to be filled in may be inserted. In¬ 
structions to the printer are a part of the 
corrections of the proof. The original manu¬ 
script has nothing whatever to do with the 
corrections in the proof, and any portion of an 
article may be entirely rewritten without sub¬ 
jecting the package of original manuscript and 
corrected proof-sheet to letter postage. The 
only restriction upon corrections to proof- 
sheets is that everything contained in the cor¬ 
rections must be germane to the publication, 
and not contain any reference to matters dis¬ 
connected therewith.

others.
